Numerons << Associations '* have at difi^nt times been 
>rmed in the States for the purpose of pnosecuthig these 
ctitious claims^ Oiie or two ingenious persons proceed to 
it the balh roUtng, by sensatio^I articles m the public 
Tev^pop^Sy or by advertisements calling all persons of a 
nrtain nnarto apply to them, respecting a large derelict 
(State ilk Great Britain. The statements are given with 
rcmmtiEuitial^etails, having aU the appearance of truth ; 
at are invariably devoid of all foundation, and, although 
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harmless in themselves, are generally the caose of great 
disappointment. A list of names of the expectant Heirv 
is ** got up,'* a liberal estimate of expenses is formed for t 
trip to th^ old County, and the amount required is divided 
pfo rata amongst all the claimants, who are then odled 
npon to contribute their ref<I>ective shares. It is under- 
stood in such case, that they will be entitled to partie^ote 
in the Estate in proportion to. the money subaoibed; 
and so we get A Jctnt-stock company. The scrip of ancb 
an adventure has been known to rell at 26s., entiUing the 
holder to " sixty pounds ** (£60) out of the proceeds of the 
sale of the Estate. It requires but one or two to lead the 
way, and, like a flock of sheep, they all f<^ow blindly^ 
regardless of ^e most patent facts. Many camiot trace 
their pedigreer a generation back. Tbey do not eves 
know who has left the fortune spught . to .be recovered ; • 
simple and vagu^^c^f^thai o^e '< I^yd^** '< Lawtenoe," 
*' Jennings," or ^ot^et'S^ died it^ En^tnd a century ag(^ 
suffices. Such trifles 4s*a tV^iit>rUhb Statute of LimittJ 
tions, do not troiyi)le them«^* Tire vupjpbsl lion that a ] 
of their 8^rname ^J^l^ A^Uvaie^ss^ssed of wealth 
sufficient to create all tifss^ subacribers^ to fortune ** ] 
to vast Estates.** They are unaware how little the me 
similarity of naoie is worth in genealogical rese 
Once possessed of the idea, it becomes their pet child, an 
their fancies range over a vast d(miain of possibilities, whichj 
may place them in affluence. The demon of specuUtio 
becomes as strong in them as in any Western Mine ( 
Fork Speculator. They are nearly always poor or ignor-j 
ant people, who are dazzled by the prospect of beoMning 
suddenly rich, and ipre lured on until the exhaustion a 
their means puts 4ui end to the investigation. But th^ 
dream remains as vivid as ever ; the delusion is dung ti 
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ith even greater pertinacity; and all that xemaias for 
lem to do is to complain of their wrongs, of the injustice 
r the Law, or the fraud of some unknown Trustee. The 
!gend will, perhaps, he handed down to their chilifreu, who 
1 their turn may seek possession of these imagijaary 
lillions. What is the result of these '* Associatioap," 
hicb, it may here be remarked, are by no means of recent 
ate ; some having been formed nearly half a century since ? 
.'he agent (generally the promoter) deputed to disoover 
he broad acres, on arrival in the old Country, spends most 
f his time at the Probate Registry, endeavouring to con- 
lect a Testator, or an Intestate, with a member of the 
Association; and, when the locality is known, he has 
ecourse to the Parish Registers^. Finally, he seeks 
he assistance of a lawyer, who in most instances dissuades 
lim from proceeding further with the vague information in 
lis possession. After a prolonged and useless bUj, he 
eturns to the State% and a "Report** is then printed, 
'ontaining copies of Wills, a few extracts from Parish 
Register?, and sometimes a copy of a crest; this b sent 
each member of the Syndicate. Notice of a second 
neeting is given, and, if sufficient funds are raised, another 
usit is made to this country, and so the matter gees 
nerrily on until the funds are exhausted. In some 
nstances the agent reports that he has been unable to 
ind the Estate; or that, owing to the lapse of time, it 
Annot be recovered ; or mayhap it is in the possession of 
le rightful owner. In one case, no less than three of 
expectant heirs and two lawyers came to London, to 
leavour to recover a small square in the East eud. In 
ither, an agent for some twenty years past has derived 
I living from the pseudo-claimants to a Townley Estate 
fhich has long since been claimed and properly disposed 
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VI 

of. A third has actually crossed the Atlantic no less than 
seventeen times. Not one of these Associations has ever 
succeeded in recovering the Estate, or, we would say, of 
even finding any vacant recoverable Estate, whether real 
OT personal; but, as an' unsupported assertion is easily 
made, a locality is chosen by the agent bearing the name 
of the Association, and is declared to be the Estate sought 
for. It is to no one's interest to go to the expense of 
proving a negative, and so the assertion remains, if ziot 
iinchalienged, at least not disproved by evidence. Thus the 
"Hyde," "Knight," "Harland,'' and " Hangerford '* 
Estates are said to consist respectively of " Hyde Park," 
" KnightsbrMge," "Harland Square," and ''Hungerfbrd 
Market and Bridge." If titles to real Estate i^ere to he 
upset upon such slender Ibundations as the mere comci- 
drace of a name, owners of property would have to 
consider in title deeds the name of the street in which 
their houses are situated. We should advise all persons 
who believe themselves entitled to property to be very 
cautious how they expend their money in verifying tlieir 
suppositions. Large Estates are few in number, and any 
one wishing to know whether there is any foundation for 
a report tfakt an Estate is unclaimed, can readily do so hy 
applying to some responsible agent in London. If any 
such Estates exut, they are invariably known, and are 
usually placed in due course of Administration by the 
Chancery CJourts. Many persons are undoubtedly en- 
titled to money which can still be recovered, although 
such claim may have been in abeyance for upwards of a 
century. We do not advise persons to go to the other 
extreme, and take no interest in the subject, because they 
fancy, that owing to the impecunious position of their 
family, they catmot be erititied to a fortune. Although 
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correct so far as a " fortane *' is conoemed, they may yet 
recovier an amouot' to compensate them folhf fibr iheir 
trouble, as such moneys g^^rally find tfaeor ifray iflto the 
pockets of those who least ei^>ect it. lai :tiie fi^owin^ 
pages, a partial list is gtren of names of persons entitled to 
money, and in most instances the persons mentioned^ are 
entitled to siims well trcorth recovering. In some cases 
intestigation has. not been made to ascertam what is due 
(which may prove to be too ftmall to Jusiify its re<k>lrery); 
or It may be, ih others, that the maoey has recently bem, 
or is now in course of being, recovered by the parties 
entitled to it ; yet they are all worth koldog' into, 
inasmuch as no fees 'are charged* As the recovery of Eeal 
Estate b altogether barred it an action is^ not brought 
within sp^seified tim^, we -propose to explain briefiy the 
limitatbn law as it affects and applies to Real Estate ; 
that is, land, bouses, and other immovable property. 

It is not necessary for present purposes to discuss or do 
anything m<^e than briefly allude to the various anomit 
Statutes of limitation, which d^te fron^. the year 1540, and 
most of i^hich, if not aH^^ave been repealed either actually 
or by implication. No case can no# ari^^ under thefm^ and 
they are of interest to the antiqtudry hither than to the 
lawyer. Of existing interest there are two groups of fae€s 
and phases of Law t& be considered. First, the Law as it 
stood previously to the 1st January, 1879^; and, second, the 
Law as it now stands. The old Act> as will be seen, has 
now no force or operation whatever as to such parts ^ it 
as are repealed by the new one. In enacting these and 
other limitation measures^ the Legislature has acted on the 
principle that, where any person should fortmtottsly find 
himself in posses(»on of realty to whi^ some other persoii 
is rightfully entitled, such other person should, in the 
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interest of the public, be placed under some restrictions as 
to the limit of time for his claim to be {nroperly asserted. 
To divest any one of what he has had for many years, and 
has made proyiswn for enjoying in perpetuity, would prob- 
ably cause more harm in the end than to permit an 
ignorant or negligent claimant to agitate, and carry out 
iong dormant schemies for an indefinite period. 

To dispose first of claims by the Grown. By 9 Gko. III., 
cap. 16 (passed in 1769), and its amending Statutes, such 
claims and rights in any lands are now, and have since that 
date, been barred after the lapse ^f sixty years. Next, 
with regard to all other persons. Under the Law as it 
stood previous to the Ist January, 1879, the Statute 3 & 4 
Will. IV., cap. 27 (passed in 1832), absolutely prevented 
any one from bringing an action for the recovery of land, 
-except within twenty years next after the time at which 
the right to bring such an action first accrued to him, or to 
any ancestor or other person through whom his claim 
might be founded or arise. This Act contained the very 
reasonable proviso that with respect to Estates in reversion 
^r remainder, or other future Estates, the right before 
alluded to should be deemed to have first accrued at the 
time when any such Estate became an Estate in possession. 
That is to say, a person entitled to succeed to the possession 
of an Estate on the death of another person who held it for 
life, was allowed twenty years to prosecute his claim from 
the date of the death of the life possessor, on whose death 
he would become entitled, and not before to himself enjoy 
an unfettered interest in the property. However, under 
Section 14 of that Act, a written acknowledgment of the 
title of the person entitled, given to him or his agent, and 
signed by the person in possession, extended the time of 
claim to twenty years from the date of such acknowledg- 
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ment. Witb respect to dbabilities, the Act provided, that 
if, when the right to bring sach an action first accmed, the 
person entitled shonld be under disability to sue, by reason of 
infancy, coverture (if a woman), lunacy, or absence beyond 
the seas, ten years were allowed from the time when the 
person entitled should have ceased to be under such dis- 
ability, or should have died, notwithstandmg that the 
period of twenty years before mentioned should have then 
expired, but with the definite proviso that the whole 
period do not, including the time of disability, exceed 
forty years. As an example, we may take a case of a right 
first accruing in 1840. The land would have been forfeited 
twenty years after, or in 1860. Supposing the person 
entitled had been under a disability, such as absence 
beyond seas, when his right first accrued (1840), a further 
period of ten years was granted, provided the whole time 
did not exceed forty years, from the date of his having 
ceased to be beyond seas, i.e., had he returned in 1855 his 
right would have disappeared ten years after that date, or 
in 1865, but had he returned in 1875 it would have been 
forfeited under that Law in 1880, and not 1885, when 
the whole period would have exceeded forty years. As a 
matter of fact, however, the right to recover would actu- 
ally have been lost on the 1st January, 1879, when the 
new Act hereinafter allilded to became Law. Moreover, no 
farther time was allowed on account of the disability of 
any other person than the one to whom the right of action 
first accrued. By that Act, also, a mortgagee in possession 
was assured of a quiet possessory title at the expiration of 
twenty years next after he entered or gave a written 
aeknowledgment such as that before alluded to, of the 
mortgagor's title or right to redeem. An illustration of 
the Law on this point, as it relates to mortgagees^ may 
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be of nse. Let us suppose that A. has mortgaged 
his freehold property to K ipr a oertahi . sunn, £i4 a 
fixed rate of interest. Tlie intereat is. pot paidyand B., 
instead of exercising the power of - isale he no 4<Hibt 
possesses under the mortgage deed, enters into possessiony 
and pays himself 1ms interest out of the rents of the prop- 
erty. As soon as he has been in posj^eision twmity y^ra 
under the Law then in force (or twelve ywx» now), the right 
of A. to redeem and get his property- back again becomes 
absolutely barred in the absence of the undertaking or 
acknowledgment before alluded to. As to an AdvowsoQ'— 
which, it may be remarked, is a perpetual right of presenta- 
tion to an ecclesiastical benefice — ^ no action could be 
brought to enforce a right of presentation after the 
happening of three successive incumbencies, or sixty years 
(whichever, should hnt happen)^ or 10(X years in all, in case 
three remarkably long-lived ecclesiastics should happen to 
have heen in possession for the whole century. Twenty 
years, too, was the limit for the recovery of money secured 
by mortgage, rents^senrioe, or r^tsrc^arge and tithes $ 
or by judgment, or otherwife barged onJand and legacies, 
in the a,bsence of the statutory ac^nowledgm^at to which 
we have already i^lud^. In every-^ase w]iefe any person 
who could have b^xH^ht anafti^or suit for the xeopvefy 
of the interests alluded to^ foiled to do so, his right was 
altog^er extinguished. For all pcaetical purposes ^km 
is an epitome of the Law as it stood « ^or to the ;ut 
January, 1879. The Real Property Limitation Act/^ 
1874, which took effect from the Ist Januaiy, 1879, mn^ 
yery important changes im the Law* Such changes, how^ 
ever, may be readily grasped bgr ihom who have carefolly 
perused the foregoing remar^SyAs^ wi^one small exception, 
they are merely an altesatjon of ^ires in certain oases. 
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The period of twelve yeaiB is substituted for twenty, as 
the limit of time for bringing ^ gction for the recovery of 
land, or all corporeal hereditaments, and most tithes and 
rent or other periodical payment charged on laud, from 
any person under the circumatauces mentioned in the 
former Act and before alluded to. A good number of 
possessors with no title to their holdings other than the 
fact that they were in possession of them, must have 
blessed the passing of an Act that sejqored them the prop- 
erty after they had been only twelve years in occupation 
of it Thus any one who had taken unto himself a 
property in the year 1867, was a8$ured, under the new 
Statute, in the quiet ei\joyment of it, by the corresponding 
day of the year 1879, instead of 1887, as would have been 
the case, if the Act had not relieved him. The disability 
clause is also reduced to twelve years, with six years' grace^ 
from death, or ceasing of disability, .whichever shall first 
happen, provided that the whole jperiod do not exceed 
thirty years. It may be here conveniently remarked that 
*< absence beyond seas " ceases altogether to be a disability 
under the new Act — a fact of some importance to foreigners. 
These are the brief, but important alterations the Law 
made by the Statute of 1879 which ha|i been rather more 
than four years in operation, 

There are certain other Statutes and many cas^s 
afiectix^ the limitation of time for recovery of incorporeal 
hereditaments, such as way and water leaves and other 
rights, which, as they are har^ lik^J to be of any par- 
ticular interest to our rea^^ we do not propose to 
discuss. 

Generally it may be statedy^ that in no case has a 
Claimant any chance of ousting a possessor, unless he has 
the amplest proofs that those in possession— who maybe 
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there by an agent, if not personalty — are there in conse- 
quence of concealed fraud, or as Trustees for such Claimant, 
It is seldom, if ever, that these very difficult facts have 
been proved to the satisfaction of a Court of Law. The 
foregoing remarks do not, however, apply to personal 
property, i.e., cash, or securities for cash in Government 
Stocks, the Court of Chancery, and in most public 
Companies, as such investments are held by the Companies 
as Trustees for their Shareholders, or Stockholders as the 
case may be, and can always be recovered, together with 
the accrued dividends. Legacies bequeathed by Testators, 
and which remain unclaimed, are in the same position as 
the Stocks before mentioned, as also are shares under 
intestacies. 

All realty must be conveyed by a deed signed and 
sealed by the seller, which is delivered to the buyer as 
evidence of his title ; but it is a matter of considerable 
difficulty when a person dies Intestate, or makes no 
allusion in his Will as to his realty, te ascertain when and 
how it has been disposed of; for it is only by application to 
those immediately concerned, that the actual ownership of 
land can be discovered, unless, however, it is situated in 
the following two counties or one district, in which dis- 
position of land and similar property, whether by Deed or 
Will, must be registered. 

These counties and this district are provided vrith 
Registry Offices (established in the years mentioned) 
viz., Middlesex in 1708, West Riding of York in 1704, 
Bast Riding of York in 1707 (including the town and 
county of Kingston-upon-HuU), North Riding of York 
in 1737. The great district of the Fens known as the 
Bedford Level, which was reclaimed some time since, has a 
special Act, vesting certain powers in the freeholder, and 
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among others, that of requiring a registration nmilar to 
what is already in force in the counties, &c., above 
mentioned. 

The foregoing remarks comprise all the instances in 
which registration is compulsory for perfecting a title. In 
1862 an Act was passed, entitled the ''Land Registry Act'' 
(25 & 26 Vict., cap. 53), making provision for an optional 
official investigation, by a Commissioner or Registrar 
appointed by the Government, of any title an owner 
might desire to have brought under the provisions of the 
Act. On a title being found to be good, a certificate was 
delivered to the owner, which formed his evidence that he 
was duly and properly in possession. However, after two 
or three decisions of the Judges, that the evidence on which 
the certificate was obtained was open to resifting at any 
time, the Statute became unworkable ; so much so, indeed, 
that Lord St. Leonards, perhaps the most skilful con- 
veyancer who has ever sat on the Woolsack, stated that the 
Act in question made a title '* absolutely indefeasible 
except in the event of any flaw being found in it,*' a piece 
of sarca«m which completely finished its career as a 
practical reform. 

In 1875 the "Land Titles and Transfer Act "repealed 
the foregoing Statute, and established an optional Land 
Registry for England and Wales (commencing 1st January, 
1876) on a basis somewhat extended beyond the limits of 
its predecessor. A Registrar of Titles and an Assistant 
Registrar have been appointed, with a large staff of clerks, 
both professional and otherwise. These gentlemen act 
very much in the same way as if they were concerned 
for purchasers of property, the titles of which owners 
bring before them. A series of General Rules and Orders 
regulate the practice, and a strict investigation is made. 
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If the title be found good, a certificate of '' absolate title ** 
is delivered. If the owner has a possessory title only, a 
certificate stating snch to be the case is furnished him. 
No case has yet arisen in which a certificate of either of 
these kinds has been taken exception to. The Act con- 
tains a Variety of clauses as to registration of nKotgages 
and leases of land subject to its provisions, which, being 
of a technical nature, it is unnecessary for us to note here. 
The principal facts are as stated. As a reform and a 
general benefit, however, it has wholly failed, and almost 
as signally so as its predecessor. Lawyers, for obvioos 
reasons, do not advise the adoption of its provisions, and 
owners are shy of it because it does them no immediate 
good, and takes heavy fees out of their pockets without any 
immediate benefit. Those with good titles do not want 
them made better, and such as have bad ones do not want 
it to be known that they are so. A man who contemplates 
mortgaging his land — and two- thirds of the land in 
England and Wales is mortgaged in some manner — does 
not wish to place himself in such a position so that the 
fact may become known. This is a practical detail the 
framers of the Act overlooked altogether. Not one title 
in a thousand is registered under its clauses, which are, be 
it remembered, merely optional. The Statute is at present, 
of chief, if not of only, advantage to the officials who draw 
large salaries for administering it ; but it is to be hoped 
that an alteration will take place in the Legislation ^ as 
to render the registration of mortgages, and conveyances 
of laiid, compulsory, as in France, where it has worked 
smoothly for many years past. Such an alteration would 
save much useless litigation and great expense, besides 
conferring on the possessor an absolute and perfect title. 
A person may also dispose of his personal Estate by deed 
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of gift, for which there are no B^try Offices. It is by 
DO means rare to find an aged man giving both realty and 
personalty to his issue or to a stranger, to avoid paying 
the Government duties on his decease. In many instances, 
therefore, as has been shown, it is next to impossible to 
discover the actual ownership of property, whether real or 
personal, without knowledge obtained from parties able to 
disclose it. If therefore, any person believes himself 
entitled to property so disposed of, he would have to 
commence proceedings against the person in possession, 
who, after giving him notice that he has a perfect title, 
would produce the deed properly verified to the Court ; 
and, if it is in due and proper form, the person bringing 
the action would be condemned to pay all the costs of it, 
as the burden of proof in this as in all other cases, rests 
with the person seeking relie£
